Eyler Did Not Know Miller

According t-> the evidence produced 


at the hearing of William Eyler, 
charged with the murder of Howard 
Miller, before Justice J. L. Hill on Sat- 
urday it looks like a foregone conclu- 
sion that Wiliiaui Eyler will be con- 
victed of murder Bp the lirst degree and 
will have to pr 
J&e legal penalty with 


his own life. 


Murder is the wilful taking of life 


with malice aforethought and the very 
unusual circumstance is presented in 
the present case of murder of Wil- 
liam Eyler not knowing the man he 
proposed to kill but had to have him 
pointed out. Mrs. Miller, the wife of 
the murdered man, testified that she 
didn't think her husband knew Eyler. 
aud there was plenty of testimony that 
Eyler did uot know Miller until he 
was pointed out. 


The hearing by Justice Hill on Sat- 


urday took place at the jail. District 
Attorney John D. Keith had charge of 
the proceedings for the Common wealth 
and Court Stenographer H. G. Wil- 
liams took down all the testimony of 
the witnesses. The information charg- 
ing murder was made by John Miller, 
father of murdered man. 


The prisoner was preseut during the 


bearing. At both morning and after- 
noon sessions he sat on chair, leaning 
forward, with his elbows on his knees 
aud hands clasped.

Just who this party was who came 


with Eyler iuto the ofTice has u.»t de- 
veloped. When his identity has been 
established it looks a« though he will 
have to answer the very serious charge 
of being an acce*K)ry before the act. 
Howard Koof said he saw scrap be- 
tween Howard Miller aud Wm. Long 
in bar room but that it was not Lung 
who followed Eyler intoorrlce pointing 
out Miller. 


Two or three of the witnesses testi- 


fied that the object in hands of Eyler 
with which he hit Miller on head was 
an umbrella with pump handle con- 
cealed therein, and they think they 
saw the pump handle drop out of um- 
brelia as Eyler ran back through the 
bai r«»om. Other witnesses as strongly 
testified that the object iu Eyler's hand 
was the puuip handle. They all unite 
iu saying that he held object with both 
hands when he struck Miller and that 
three blows were given, first one on 
bead, second oue when Miller had 
thrown up his hands aud was falling 
aud the last oue when Miller was on 
floor with left side of face upward. 


When Miller had been knocked to 


floor, Lewis Rauier took hold of him 
to lilt him up, then with help of Harry 
Little and some others he was carried 
first iuto alley, then placed on cellar 
door aud shortly afterwards removed 
to back parlor. 


The space of time between the act of 


breakiiigofT the pump handle by Eyler 
and the striking of Miller ie estimated 
by witnesses as nothing less than five 
minutes, minutes in which he had 
time t3 deliberate, minutes in which 
he was told by a companion "Don't 
make any fuss now."

Some Poor Bookkeeping. 


The system -)f bookkeeping prevail- 


ing at the ^hus House along certain 
lines during the hist lew years of Re- 
publican control was a very loose and 
careless one ami developments are 
leading the present Hoard of Poor 
Directors to establish a careful system. 
The regular books showing the receipt 
of the appropriations from County 
Commissioners lor Aluishouae expen- 
ses were carefully and correctly kept, 
audited aud balances accounted for. 
The same was true of Out Door Relief 
and other things that came in a regu- 
lar routine. There were however out- 
side items, such as board of persons in 
asylum, estates of iu mates, sale of 
laud and such items which did not 
fall iuto the regular routine, of which 
there was a very careless bookkeeping. 
The annual audit was made at the 
beginning of the year aud balances 
found by the county Auditors were 
turned over to the incoming Demo- 
cratic officials. Such accounts how- 
ever did not contain some of the spe- 
cial items referred to and after the 
regular auditing there began then a 
special accounting of such outside 
items, some being voluntarily turned 
over and others wheu attention was 
(••ailed to same. The total so accoun- 
ted for since settleraeut of regular 
accounts now aggregates over *?1500. 
The present Democratic Board de- 
serves the greatest credit tor their pres- 
ent efforts n«t~oiiJjM»halfi along the. 
accounting but also for their deter- 
mined efforts to establish a thorough 
system of book-keepinc upon the prin- 
ciple that public funds are those re- 
quiring the most rigid book-keeping 
from public officials.

Burgess Slaybaugh returned the or- 


dinance regulating the soliciting of 
passengers aud baggage at railroad 
stat ons with the following veto : 


' I return tbe above ordinance with- 


oi'- -:v approval for tbe reason that 
Se.-r.-i •*> in my opinion is not con- 
structed iu a manner fair to those who 
ar- eugaged in transporting passen- 
ger- over the battlefield aud who pay 
a 1 cense for this privilege. I am ol 
the opiniou that hackinen should not 
be compelled to 'confine themselves 
within the length of their respective 
carriages.' Were this provision to be 
ordained and enacted many backmen 
would be unable to get within speak- 
ing distance of tourists ou account of 
the great number thus engaged, and 
the consternation would be greater 
than heretofore for tbe reason that 
drivers' eager to secure passeugers, 
would crowd together aud thus form 
congestions that would be obuoxious 
and dangerous.

Adjutaut General Thomas J. Ste- 


wart said recently that when the 
National Guard is equipped with the 
uniforms now beiuc issued for the 
division encampment at Gettysburg, 
July -21-18, the Pennsylvania soldiers 
will be up to the standard of the 
United States army in arms, uniforms 
and other paraphernalia. 


The new uniforms are of kbaki and 


are an exact copy of the regular army 
uniform. Tbey are being manufactur- 
ed aud issued from tbe State Arsenal 
in Harrisburg, under direction of Adju- 
tant General Stewart aud Colonel 
Richardson, division quartermaster. 


Forty-five companies of infantry, 


nine bands and thirteen hospital corps 
have already been supplied. The 
remaining troops will be equipped 
within forty days. 


Eighty-five thousands yards of cloth 


are used in making of the 10,000 uni- 
forms required for the Peuusylvauia 
Guard. 
The blue uniforms will be retained 


by the troops for winter wear aud 
dress purposes. Tbe men will also 
retain the equipment of duck uniforms 
issued after the Spanish-American 
War for drudgery work about camp. 


Tbe original intention had been to 


purchase the new feabki uniforms di- 
rect from the United States Govern- 
ment, but the latter was unable to 
supply them. Adjutant General Ste- 
wart therefore resolved that the state 
could do the work itself.

BIG RAILROAD SHOPS TO BE 


BUILT IN HAGERSTOWN. 


Machine Shop, Boiler and Engine 


House and Blacksmith 


Shop. 


Plans for extensive repair shops of 


the W. M. It. U., to be erected at Ha- 
fterstown, bave been decided on. A 
machine and erecting shop, a boiler 
and enirine house and a blacksmith 
nhop will comprise the buildings. 
Tlids are being received by the rail- 
road company from contractors for the 
construction of the shops. It is ex- 
pected to have the buildings erected 
and equipped by September 1st. 


The machine and erecting shops 


will be 240 feet long and 100 feet wide. 
They will be constructed of brick and 
steel. Repairs of engines aud cars 
will be made in these shops. A large 
force of men will Unemployed. 


The boiler and engine house will be 


of brick, :>0 feet wide sml ,><) feet long, 
and provided with engine pits .'!0 feet 
long. A transfer table on the outside 
will be operated by electricity. The 
blacksmith shop will be 50 feet wide 
and 8(1 feet long ami will be built near 
the other two shops. 


Signals on Rural Boxes. 


The Post Office Department have 


i^ued following rules for signals to be 
placed on all rural boxes. It will great- 
ly facilitate the service if every one 
goes to work to see how thoroughly 
the rules can be observed. Unneces- 
sary opening of boxes will get the car- 
rier faster to your neighbor. 


1. —On and after July 1. 1906, pa- 


trons of the rural delivery service will 
be required to display signals on their 
boxes when they leave mail in them 
for carriers to collect, as, after that 
date, carriers, when serving their route 
will not be required to open and ex- 
amine anv mail boxes except those to 
which they have mail to deliver aud 
those on which signals are displayed 
to indicate there is mail for carriers to 
collect. 


~~ Those patrons whose boxes are 


not provided with signals must attach 
thereto some device which, when dis- 
]>3siyed will plainly show passing car- 
riers there is mail to be collected. It is 
not necessarv that such device shall 
bt either complicated or costly; a very 
simple arrangement will answer the 
purpose. 


H— Carriers must lower the siguals 


en boxes after making collections pro- 
vided no mail is left therein, aud must 
display the signals when they deposit 
mail fur patrons, unless the patrons 
have made request to the contrary. 


4.— The carriers must be instructed 


to promptly inform patrons of their 
routes with regard to this order, and 
you ehonld, without expense to the 
Department, use such other necessary 
means for informing them as will se- 
cure a complete understanding and 
fu!i compliance by all patrons on the 
dale mentioned.
